She 
is not divorced. The Trouts had been 
married four years. This morning Mrs. 
Salyard said she loved Trout and that 
the love had been reciprocated. She 
had known him a year. Trout was 28 
years old and held a responsible posi- 
tion with a large livestock firm. 

Last night the entire party of diners, 
including Mrs. Salyard, was arrested 
but released after an hour in jail. There 
were three other men in the party, all 
having families. They were accom- 
panied by their wives. 

 § Admits Love for Trout. 

Mrs. Salyard admits having had ‘‘good 
“times” with Trout frequently but dis- 
claims there was anything improper. 
She had not seen his wife until the 
shooting. Mrs. Trout is 20 years old. 

Besides Trout and Mrs. Salyard there 
were in the party Robert Tadlock, buyer 
' for Swift & Co., and Miss Zea Davis, 
16, who. says she had never before been 
in a cafe. 

Mrs. Salyard is an artist employed by 
the electric photo company of this city.

MAN DENIES PARENTAGE 
Also Declares He Never Married 
Plaintiff—She Sues for 
Son’s Education. 








Mrs. Lilly Lawhorn of Memphis, 
Tenn., laid bare four romances in her 
life on the witness stand in Judge Mc- 
Quillin’s court Monday in her suit 
against Charles T. Everts for $2002.25 
for expenses in maintaining and edu- 
cating her son, Charles T. Everts Jr., 
l4 years old.. The woman admitted, in 
her examination by attorneys. that she 
kad been married.four times. Her pres- 
ent husband is Leonard A. Lawhorn, a 
mounted policeman of Memphis. 

Everts is a wealthy lumber dealer of 
St. Louis... The witness declared they 
were married by a magistrate in Louis- 
ville, Ky., tn 1897, and that the boy, 
Charles Everts, is a child by this mar- 
riage. 

Denies the Marriage. 

Everts, on ttre stand, denied the ex- 
istence of a marriage ceremony between 
him and the plaintiff, and also denied 
that the boy is his son. To offset the 
testimony about parentage, Mrs. Law- 
horn’s attorney, Charles A. Powers; put 
the boy on the stand. 

“I wish the Court to regard this wit- 
ness as an exhibit and note the simi- 
larity between him and the defendant,’’ 
said the attorney. é 

The boy testified that he always 
has used the name of Charles Everts 
and had always supposed he was a 
son of the defendant. 

“IT remember seeing him when I 
was about 4 or 5 years old,” said the 
boy, looking at Everts, “but I do not 
remember much about him.” 

Mrs. Lawhorn testified that 
figst marriage was in 1886 at her 
home town, Jeffersonville, Ind., to an 
Iron Mountain Railroad: conductor, 
named Wiley. There were two chil- 
dren by this marriage. Wiley, she 
said, disappeared, and she heard he 
had died. After his disapearance she 
said she taught school at -Poplar 
Bluff and De Soto, Mo. 

In 1893 she said she met Everts on a 
railroad train and subsequently, accord- 
ing to her testimony, there -was an 
agreement about marriage, which later, 
she declared, culminated in a ceremony 
at Louisville before a magistrate. They 
lived at Otisco, Ind., where, it appeared 
from the testimony. Everts built a 
home. Along in 1900 Everts came to St. 
Louis, telling the plaintiff, she said, his 
business here required most of his time 
and that she should stay in Otisco. 

Both Admit Divorce. 

Both sides admit that a divorce “was 
granted to Mrs. Lawhorn from Everts 
at Jeffersonville in September, 1900. At 
that time the woman received $2700 ali- 
mony from Everts according to an 
agreement signed by her lawyer, D. P. 
Dyer, now United States District Judge, 
and Thomas B. Harvey, attorney for 
Everts. one 

Everts explained that he permitted 
this divorce to be obtained against him 
so the woman would not lose caste. He 
said the alimony was paid in settle- 
ment of all claims. Nothing. was said 
in the divorce proceeding about a child, 
he declared. Before the divormve, ac- 
cording to Everts, he had paid the wom- 
an $1000 to relinquish him from a}) 
claims she had. 

After the woman divorced Everts, she 
married a man named Baker, in 1902, 
at Otisco, Ind., she testified. She said 
she divorced Baker four years after and 
two years ago was married to Law- 
horn, 

The case was taken under advisement, 
Judge McQuillin telling the lawyers to 
file briefs.

HE Maxim silencer, which can

Police Chief YO6ung Tuesday issued an

Silencers Are Used, 


In the last week the use of revolvers 
or rifles equipped with patent silencers 
and charged with smokeless powder has 
been’ reported to the police. Chauffeurs 
would hear the sound of breaking glas: 
behind them and on examining their 
cars would find that bullets had been 
fired through the windows. In some 
cases the bullet went through one win- 
dow and out another. 

A big black touring car with no license 
tag is believed to have been used by 
some of the silent-gun men. Several 
chauffeurs who have been attacked and 
shot at have described this car.

ACTION NOT RESISTED 


Financiers Say George 
Gould Overestimated His 
Strength When He Sought 
to Control Ocean-to-Ocean 
Railway. 


The Wabash Rallroad wili pass into 
the hands of F'. A, Delano, E. B. Pryor 
and W. K. Bixby as recelvers as soon 
as the three file their bonds of $300,000 
each in the United States District Court. 

Delano is president and Pryor vice- 
presidert of the Wabash. Bixby. a St. 
Louls capitalist, has never engaged ac- 
tively in railroad management,..though 
he is a director of the Frisco system. 
Judge Adams, who appointed the re- 
celvers late Monday afternoon, said he 
chose Bixby because he desired one who 
not a@ railroad man, but one who will 
command confidence. 

The contributing, if not the direct 
cause of the receivership, was the fight 
the Wabash made to get into Pittsburg 
Several years ago. The Wabash bur- 
dened itself with the purchase of the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie system in its 
Pittsburg fight, and assumed the obli- 
gations of that road, among which 
were. $9,807,968 in notes due in August 
1212. There is $333,000 in interest due on 
these notes Feb. 1. 

The taking over of the Wheeling & 
Lake Erie at a time when the Wa- 
bash’s finances were already overtaxed 
is said to have involved the company 
in difficulties which it was unable to 
overcome, and finally led to the insti- 
tution of the receivership suit. 


Application Not Resisted. 
The application for the receivership 


was made by the Westinghouse Air 
Brake Co. of Pittsburg, on a claim of 
$18,000. It was not resisted by the Re- 
adjustment Committee, appointed two 
weeks ago to make over the finances of 
the Wabash system. The committee’s 
acquiescence gave the entire action the 
appearance of a friendly proceeding, and 
this impression was strengthened by the 
choice of Delano and Pryor. 

The Readjustment Committee, it was 
stated in New York Monday*night, fore- 
saw that, even if the Westinghouse 
claim were met, other creditors would 
bring receivership suits, and that the 
application for a receivership could not 
be postponed, at the latest, beyond Jan. 
2, when the sei.i-annual interest on the 
road's $40,000,000 bond issue will be due, 
amounting to $800,000. 


Interest Default Expected. 
In the estinghouse company’s peti- 


tion, it was alleged that the road was 
insolvent, and that its unpaid vouchers 
aggregated more than $1,800,000. It was 
also stated that the company would 
default on its bonded obligations two 
weeks hence. (

that Kuhn, Loeb & Co. would co-operate | 
}with ¢he committee in measures for the 
protection of the bondholders’ interests. 
The Equitable Trust Co. of New York 
was named as depository for the bonds.

From 1905 to the end of last year gross 
earnings increased only 21 per cent,

Between 1897 and 185 fixed ¢harges 


absorbed 10 per cent of gross earnings; 
between 1906 and 1911 fixed charges ab- 
sorbed 62 per cent of earnings. And 
the net resuft to the Wabash was re- 
ceivership for all the new Eastern con- 
nections with the parent company’s re- 


sources strained to the breaking point. 


Financiers say Gould overestimated 
his own strength when he started out 
to connect the Missouri Pacific, the Den- 
ver & Rio Grande and the Wabash with 
the Atlantic Ocean and the Pacific sea- 
board. Up to that time no Eastern road 
had attempted to go west of the Mis- 
sissipp! River, and the Western roads 
were content to stay in their own terri- 
tory. 

Subsequent events preved that Goula 
made a serious mistake;in throwing 
down the gauntlet as he did to Harri- 
man in the West and to the powerful 
Pennsylvania in the East. 

The Pennsylvania, with its strong 
hold on the Pittsburg district, started 
trouble for Gould by making the Wa- 
bash-Pittsburg Terminal project a costly 


tone; but it was Harriman who put on 


the finishing touches in the East, as 
well as the West.

The machine is operated by a series of 
l-vers which enable a voter to cast a 
ballot and record it for each man on a 
ticket. It is impossible for him to vote 
more than once for any candidate or 
set of candidates, and his vote is re- 
corded and counted by the machine be- 
fore he leaves it. 

When the last ballot is cast a slip is 
turned out, showing how many ballots 
have been cast for each candidate. 

The cost of the machine is $750. As 
one would be required for each of the 
403 precincts of the city, the cost of 
installing a complete outfit for St. Louis 
would be $302,000. The company offers 
to put in the machine on the install- 
ment plan, letting the city pay for them 
out of the annual savings. The use of 
the machines would render more than 
three judges and clerks unnecessary. 

The voting machines are in use 
throughout the Stateiof New York, with 
the exception of New York City. Chi- 
cago recently ordered 1000 machines. Be- 
fore they could be adopted in St. Louis, 
a state constitutional amendment would 
be necessary.

JEFFERSON CITY, Dec. 19.—Another 
chapter in the promotion of the Ameri- 
can Lead and Baryta Co. of New Jer- 
sey, with a capital stock of $10,000,000, in 
which Orlando E. Robinson, John Mor- 
ton and the Missouri-Lincoln Trust Co. 
were identified, was addedgin the Su- 
preme Court today through an opinion 
filed hy Judge Ferriss and concurred in 
by the other judges of the division, in 
the suit of J. C. Donnelly of Philadel- 
phia against the corporation and the 
trust company. “ 

Donnelly was induced by Robinson 
to subscribe $30;000, which he paid, but 
he never received any of the bonds of 
the company. He claimed that he was 
induced to purchase through fraudulent 
representations. The referee, Judge 
James C. Jones of St. Louis, found in 
his favor, and gave him a lien on the 
properties of the corporation prior to 
that of the trust company, which had 
financed the scheme to the extent of 
$64%, 00C 

Judge Ferriss finds that there was er- 
ror in the Court -adopting this finding, 
since, if Donnelly was adjudged to have 
been fraudulently induced to purchase 
the stock and was entitled to have the 
transaction rescinded, he could not come 
in aS.a stockholder and set up a fur- 
ther claim \to redress. The Supreme 
Court holds that he is entitled to have 
the purchase rescinded, and that he also 
has a right to a lien upon whatever in- 
terest Robinson and Morton and _ the 
corporation had in these properties, sub- 
ject to the lien of the trust company, 

This company was promoted. ‘in St. 
‘Louis by Orlando E. Robinson in 1901, 
and John Morton subseqrfently ap- 
peared in it as one of the promoters. It 
Was proposed to purchase 33,000 acres of 
mineral lands in Washington County, 
Mo., and two plants, one at St. Louis 
and the other at Kansas City, and pre- 
pare ore for the market. Robinson, it 
appears, had an optipn on the land, or 
most of it. The trust company was to 
supply $500,000, but in reality it sup- 
plied $640,000. The scheme proved a 
great failure, after being promoted over 
@ period of seyeral years. 


SUBSCRIPTIONS ASKED 
FOR VISITING NURSES 


Money Needed for Support of 
Association Which Does Much 
Charitablé Work. 


Requests for subscriptions to, main- 
tain the Visiting Nurse Asseciation 
have been sent out by Mrs. Philip N. 
Moore, president of the organization. It 
costs about $800 to support each nurse a 
year, and the association now has a 
staff of 18 trained nurses, according to 
the report for 1911. 

The association was organized last 
January, and is controlled by a board 
of directors composed of women and 
men, physicians and charity workers. 
Its object is to provide trained attend- 
ants in cases of sickness ‘to families 
who cannot afford the entire time of 
a nurse or who cannot pay at all for 
the service. 

Each nurse makes short calls in her 
special district and answers calls from 
physicians or charity organizations. A 
fee of $1 or less is made for each cal], 
ang in cases where ‘the patient is un- 
able to pay the service is rendered 
free. 

The organization is supported by do- 
nations, annual subscriptions and the 
small fees charged. Besides Mrs. Moore, 
the other officers afe: Vice-presidents, 
Mrs. G. R. Dodson and Mrs. J. B.

treasurer, Mrs. P. B. Fouke; superin- 
tendent of nurses, Miss Margaret Mc- 
Clure.

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DOLLAR DIPLOMACY AND CZAR. 


Spurred by popular protest and the House reso- 
lution, Mr. Taft has at length given the stipulated 
year’s notice of the abrogation of the Russian 
commercial treaty. In this action he does all he 
can do at this late date toward extricating his ad- 
ministration from, embarrassments in which. it 
ought never to have become involved. 

The difference between the tolerated language 
of diplomacy in saying disagreeable things and 
the harsher vocabulary of popular assemblies is 
iliustrated in the text of the State Department 
note and that of the House’s resolution and its 
discussions thereon. The spade that was called 
a spade with such directness in the House as to 
give Russia its desired opportunity to take the 
offensive becomes in the note the “ancient 
treaty” which quite naturally is “no longer re- 
sponsive to the needs of the two countries.” 

That friction has resulted is due to inexcusable 
administration delays. What Mr. Taft did not do 
until last Sunday he had promised the people three 
years and a half before that he would do. Dollar 
diplomacy, however, has been forcing loans on 
China which China did not want. It has been ped- 
dling loans secured by United States treaties as 
collateral among the Central American states for 
our money lenders. It has been too busy putting 
the dollar mark on the flag to look after the na- 
tional prestige abroad or the rights of citizenship: 

Mr. Taft has made in this one instance as sorry 
a mess of a foreign isSue as in almost every in- 
stance he makes of domestic issues, and for the 
same reason. He has been carrying water on 
both shoulders. He has been trying to keep in 
the good graces of the Jewish citizens of this 
country and at the same time to keep in the good 
graces of Russia. 

As happens every little while in the case of a 
domestic issue, popular indignation forced him 
to take a decisive stand. Mr. Taft had been send- 
ing pourparlers to St. ‘Petersburg without results 
for so long a time, the people got tired and them- 
selves sent a pourparler. It got results. 

The plan of marking quiet zones for hospitals 
should be put into effect. Such a practice is in 
vogue in many other cities, and adds greatly to 
the comfort of hospital patients. 
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OFFICIALS AS PERSONS. 

The charge preferred by St. Louis. officials 
against Miss Bertha Reichenbecher is that as a 
member of the Christian Science Church, she 
has practiced medicine without a license. This 
is the only charge, but as it was interpreted to 
necessitate arrest, it was also interpreted to nec- 
essitate stripping and searching. 

This involves the whole question of rights 
of person. The right to liberty of person is first 
suspended. The right to privacy of person must 
then be suspended logically, and so on of every 
other right of person. When on a question of the 
propriety of these proceedings, involving strip- 
ping the person to be searched, the Chief 0’ Po- 
lice vindicates ‘the Police Matron, it means only 
that neither the Chief of Police nor the Police 
Matron are responsible for inaugurating the pro- 
ceedings. 

They are so. far correct in their theory’ of 
duty that if they are merely mechanical in opera- 
tion, nothing more is to be said. They are not, 
however. They are not merely officials, but per- 
sons. As persons, whether under bond or not, all 
police officials are responsible individually for 
any wrong they are concerned in inflicting. On 
evidence, showing that any official from constable 
and patrolman to mayor, has officially violated 
the personal rights of anyone, he can be made 
personally to pay to the last penny of property in 
reach of law for wrongs done officially. If they 
“make a mistake” and outrage another person, 
they are responsible. 

They ought to be held to this responsibility and 
forced to pay the penalty of mistaking them- 
selves for machines. 
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Because of the omission of the word “find” in 
the stenographic report of the Judge’s charge, a 
trial court puts St. Louis County to the expense 
of retrying the defendants, just as if we were 
back in the old.days when the Supreme Court was 
reversing cases when a “the” ‘was left out.

FOR BOB WALLACE 


Expert, to Officiate in Dual Role 
of Scout and Coach of Young 
Players, Sought. 


SCOT IS SURE OF HIS. JOB 


Conditions Are Different From a 
Year Ago When Manager 
Wasn’t Certain of Position.

Owner Hedges of the Browns is seek- 
ing a scout to dig up young talent from 
the minors for the St. Louis Americans 
next season. If possible, this same scout 
is to be an assistant manager to Roder- 
ick J. Wallace and serve in the same 
way that William (‘‘Kid”’) Gleason js to 
ald Manager James John Callahan of 
the Chicago White Sox next spring. 

While Gleason is to serve as tutor of 
yeung. players and to work on the 
coaching lines during the 1912 season 
for the immaculate-hosed players of 
Chicago, Mr. Hedges has in mind a 
man who can do the double duty of 
coaching his juveniles and after the 
geason begins to scour the bushes for 
Ty Cobbs, Hans Wagners and Napoleon 
Lajolies. 

Accerding to the owner of the Browns, 
he is negotiating with such a baseball 
man. With the resignation of Fred 
Leake from the Browns’ employ Mr. 
Hedges needs a finder of young talent 
and is éager to line up a man who will 
not only aid in building up the Browns 
of 1913, 1914 and future years, but a 
person who can also help Manager Wal- 
lace next March and april in choosing 
the members for the 1912 aggregation. 

Wallace Sure of Job. 

Another matter which has to be taken 
into consideration in the management 
of the Browns in 1912 is the fact that 
Bob Wallace knows that he has his job 
cinched. During the 1911 training season 
in Hot Springs, with Fred Lake hover- 
ing around, the Little Scot was in a 
tickish position. 

It had been hinted in some circles that 
Wallace was only temporarily in charge 
and that Lake would assume command 
as soon as Wallace showed his inabil- 
ity to handle the team or at the com- 
muncement of the 1912 season at least. 

However, Mr. Hedges has come out with 
the announcement that he is strong for 
Wallace. He says that Bob is entitled to 
another season at least as the lieutenant of 
his field forces, and if he demonstrates next 
season that he is a real, regular manager, 
he probably can have the job for all time. 

Why Lake Was Released. 

But with Wallace certain of his job and 
Lake no longer connected with the club. 
{t is almost a certainty that Wallace will 
have more confidence in his own ability than 
he had before. It is not the most pleas. 
ant thing in the world to feel that some- 
one is hanging around. waiting to take 
hold of your job. such as was the case this 


your. Hedges rewards Fred Lake as a great 
judge of young baliplayers. But Lake reai- 
ly wasn’t willing to continue on the job as 
scout for the local American League max- 
nate. He disliked the idea of touring the 
remote parts of the country -for six months 
at a time without being able to visit his 


family—and Fred has a large one—occa-. 


sionally. 
For that reason Lake chose to take up 


the management of some club, even though 
it was a minor league aggregation, rather 
than again hit the Oshkoshes and Kalama- 
zoos, looking for. young stars.. 

Makes Another Good Deal. 

Bill Bailey proved such a disappointment 
during his several years’ connection with 
the local team that it is doubtful if he 
would prove popular even if he came up 
and won .750 of his games again. Sut if 
Infielder Pratt, who hails from the Mont- 
gomery (Southern League) club, proves & 
find, it. will be thanks to Bill Baliey. 

Slim Willyam was turned over to the 
Montgomery club last spring by Owner 
Hedges. In return it was agreed that 
Hedges was to receive the pick of the Mont, 
gomery club at the end of the season. As 
Pratt proved the sensation of all the minor 
leagues, of course Hedges chose that indl- 
vidual. 

As this arrangement proved successful, or 
rather as jt seems that it will be successful, 
Mr. Hedges has again entered into a dval 
with the Montgomery club. He has agreed 
to turn over three ew@pids Brownies, for 
which he will receive the pick of the South- 
ern club at the wind-up of the 1912 cam- 
paign. He hasn't decided what irio wil! 
go South, but three members of the Browns 
are sure to land in Montgomery next spring.

N a sawdust ‘ring, unprotected from 

| Cuba's tropical sun,“ two rugged 
young tars swapped blows for the 

bantamweight championship of the 
North Atlantic Squadron. In the twen- 
tieth round, Bobby Behan of the cruiser 
Maryland took the count. His vanquish- 
er danced around with such agility that 
Rear Admiral (Fighting Bob) Evans, 
arose to remark: 

‘Who's that fighting tar?’ 

‘That's Tommy Dixon of the Taco- 
ma,’ answered a proud seaman. 


That was four years ago and Tommy 
Dixon was @ kid of 19 summers. In 
three years he had fought his way to 
the top of the bantamwelight division in 
America’s great navy. Today Dixon is 
rocketing to the top of the featherweight 
class of the .world, working up to a 
bout with Abe Attell, undisputed cham- 
pion. His bout here tonight with Chalk- 
ey Germain, at the Coliseum, is a mere 
exercise exhibit, his manager says. 

Dixon still is known as the ‘Fighting 
Tar.’* Admiral Evans bestowed the 
fistic label which has stuck to the 
sturdy little graduate of the navy ring. 

Tommy. Dixon isn’t a fighter by choice. 
Rather by accident. When he was 16 
years old he quit the public schools of 
Holyoke, Mass., his home, to enlist in 
the navy. The padded mitts are part 
of navy life. Tommy adopted them. 


SALT WATER PUNCH 
A REAL SLEEP WALLOP 


| N three years he developed a “salt 


water punch.”” Tommy was feared 

because of the “kick”’’ he possessed 
in each hand. He won all his fights 
via the K..O. He rocked: Behan to sleep 
in the twentieth round for the title. 
Then he came ashore and in his first 
18 bouts administered sleeping potions 
to his opponents. However the life of 
9 land-lubber didn’t agree with Dixon. 
His ‘“‘salt water punch’’ dwindled into 
a plain, fresh water caress. Tommy 
feared he was losing his hold; but sud- 
denly he began to regain his “kick.” 
When he enters the ring tonight Tommy 
expects to have all his old prowess.. He 
says he can hit as hard as ever—as 
hard as he did when he tossed about on 


the high seas. 

Dixon worked out at the Business Men’s 
Gymnasium, Monday afternoon. He’s clever, 
Likewise wicked. After he had beaten a 
tattoo on Pierce Matthews’ proboscis, the 
wise guys who fooked on remarked that 
Tommy resembled Terry McGovern, esteemed 
by some the greatest piece of fighting ma- 
chinery the world has ever known. 

Maybe he does and mavbe he doesn’t. but 
certainly Tommy is a rare plece of scenery. 
He would make an excellent setting for 
some of the astage naval war episodes. He 
looks like a pirate and a painted picture. 
On Tommy’s right knee is @ dagger. six 
inches long. The same, weapon adorns the 
left knee. They are tattooed there. On 
his hueky chest is a fiving sea serpent—a 
spectacle that would scare many a brave 
fighter who has won erueling battles from 
that rugged work horse. John Barleycorn. 
On either limb are various flowers. sham- 
rocks, roses and cacti. On the broadside of 
his arm. just below his elbow a beautiful 
face of a woman is seen.

Berlin Banks Pay 634 Per Cent 
for Year-End Re- 
quirements. 





By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 19.——-The Even- 
ing Post, in its copyrighted financial 
review today,’ says: 

“Because of the arrangements un- 
der way at all the great financial 
centers to finance the year-end set- 
tlement obligations the develop- 
ments of the day in the money mar- 
ket were really more interesting 
than those of the stock market. 

“Germany figured promiently 
again in the o erations at both Lon- 
don and New York to secure heavy 
one-month advances. For such loans 
thé Berlin banks offered here ‘close 
to 6% per cent, Sng some large re- 
mittances were ade, 

“The Wall street fuetitutions that 
accepted those terms took the risk 
of exchange in not knowing at what 
rate exchange could be purchased to 
pay off the loans at maturity. 

“The situation was made the more 
yn gg however, by the unusual 

demand for cable remitfances for 
the end of January, as well as for 
the end of December. 

“This advance buying was called 
for by the fact that large credits 
will have to be shifted at the close 
of next month in connection with 
the paying off of loans made se 
eral weeks ago by Wall street inst 
tutions, 

“Those wishing to purchase heavy 
cable remittances, so as to lend 
money in Berlin next week, did so 
in part through advance sales of 
exchan will be available at 
the end of January. 

Movement Interesting. 

“These operations led to some 
highly interesting cross movements 
in exchange, and suggested that the 
year-end money market developments 
with the other side might be con- 
fused in an unusual degree. 

“There was nothing to _ indicate, 
however, that next week's settlement 
on thig side would be in the least 
degree troublesome so far as money 
rates were concerned. 

“Most of the day’s loans on call 
were made at 3% per cent, and the 
lots of money were sufficient to in- 
dicate that the participation of out- 
of-town banks in the Wall street 
loan market had become an impor- 
tant factor in the situation, 

“At none of the important markets 
was there material enlargement of 
speculation, or anything that could 
be called real investment buying. 
Trading here was at times more 
active than yesterday, and except for 

e decline in that yoad’s securities 

ere was no disturbance whatever 
caused FI the news of the Wabash 
receivership 


Recelvership Discounted. 


“The receivership was regarded as in- 
evitable under the circumstances, being 
accepted as providing the most work- 
able solution of the whole problem. 

“Prices of most of the active shares 
‘moved upward rather sharply in the 
last hour, showing good gains for the 
day. The market became very quiet 
just before the close and there was no 
eager buying on the late advance. 

“Opening prices were fractionally low- 
er than i= esterday, then the movement 
became distinctly heavy, and after that 
irregular, with good buying of some 
stocks on the late rise. 

“None of the foreign markets ap- 
peared at all active, and it was evident 
that speculators abroad were disposed 
to go slow pending the adjustment of 
next week's settlement. 

“There were indications that one or 
two railroads were inclined to test the 
investment demand early next month, 
if they could prevail upon their bank- 
ers to,bring out some bond issues at 
that time. 

“The bond market moved within nar- 
row lines, with a fairly firm undertone 
for really high-grade issues.”’

Confer Authority to Make 
Examination. 


JEFFERSON CI'I'Y, Dee. %.—Judge 
Graves, writing the opinion of the Su- 
preme Court in banc, today certified 
back to Commissioner Culver the con- 


troversy over the production of the poll 
books as evidence in the State contests 
with instructions to determine for him- 
self whether the poll books shou:d be 
introduced upon the showing made by 
the Democratic contestants. 

The Court holds that the State laws 
and the Constitution confer complete 
authority to make a searching examina- 
tion of the poll books and ballots, to 
compare them, and do everything neces- 


Judge Marshall counsel for the 
Democratic contestants, when a member 
of the Supreme Court, held that there 
could be no comparison of the polling 
lists with the ballots, as this would lift 
the veil of secrecy. 

Judge Ferriss concurred with Judge 
Graves: Judges Lamm and Woodson 
concur in separate opinions. Judge 
Valliant dissented, and defended the 
Montgomery case, which was over- 
ruled. 

In the opinion Judge Graves says: 

“We hold that where there is an alle- 
gation of fraud, made in good faith, as 
appears to be from the pleadings in 
these cases at bar, the ballots and poll 
books should be opened for the purpose 
of showing fraud. 

“The stability of our Government is 
dependent upon the honesty and purity 
of its ballot. The secrecy of the ballots 
had better be scattered to the four 
winds rather than have such secrecy 
shield corruption in elections. Better a 
thousand times that the individual's 
vote should be spread upon canvas un- 
der calcium light than that fraud should 
be spread upon the lids of the official 
ballot boxes and poll books, with no 
known legal method of exposing such 
fraud.” 

In overruling the Spencer case, the 
opinion says: 

“To this doctrine we do not now sub- 
scribe and never have subscribed. The 
vice ¢ the error thus given by this 
couit lies in the language. No right 
had been give: to compare the ballots 
with the voting lists. 





“Such a rule renders nugatory the 
constitutional provisions for contest. In 
election cases, a contest proceeding is 
but an empty shell if all avenues of 
proof are closed, as is done by this 
rule. Whilst our Constittujon and law 
provide for the secrecy of ballot, they 
donot contemplate that this secrecy 
should prevent the full and complete 
investigation of alleged fraud before the 
proper forum when fraud is in good 
faith charged.’’

In 
general, they are assessed at rat-< as 
high as, or higher than, the duties paid 
on the clean contents of wools actually 
imported. 

“They should be reduced and so ad- 
justed to the rate on wool as to bear 
their proper proportion to the real rate 
levied on the actual wool imports. 

“The duties on many classes of wool 
manufactured are prohibitory and great- 
ly in excess of the difference in cost of 
production here and abroad. 

“This is true of tops, of yarns (with 
the exception of worsted yarns of a 
very high grade), and of low and me- 
dium grade cloth of heavy weight. 

“On tops up to 52 cents a pound in 
value, and on yarns of 65 cents in val- 
ue, the rate is 100 per cent with cor- 
respondingly high rates for lower val-4 
ues. On cheap and medium grade cloth 
the existing rates frequently run to 
150 per cent and on some cheap goods 
to over 200 per cent. This is largely 
due to that part of the duty which is 
lke vied ostensibly to compensafé the man- 
ufacturer for the enhanced cost of his 
raw material due to the duty on wool. 
As a matter of fact, this compensatory 
cuty, for numerous classes of goods, 
is much in excess of the amount need- 
ed for strict compensation. 

“On the other hand, the findings show 
that the duties which run to such high 
ad valorem equivalents are prohibitory, 
since the goods are not imported, but 


that the prices of domestic fabrics are. 


not raised by the full amount of duty, | 
On a set of i-yard samples of 16 En- 
glish fabrics, which are Complete- 
le excluded by the _ present tariff 
rates, it was found that the total 
foreign value was $41.84; the duties 
which would have been assessed had 
these fabrics been imported, $76.90; the 
foreign value plus the amount of the 
duty $118.74 or a nominal duty of 183 
per cent. In fact, however, practicaTly 
identical fabrics of domestic make sold 
at the same time at $69.75, showing an 
erfhanced price over the foreign market 
value of but 67 per cent. 

“Although these duties do not in- 
crease prices of domestic goods by 
anything like their full amount, it is 
none the less true that such pro- 
hibitive duties eliminate the posstbil- 
ity of foreign competition, even in 
time of scarcity; that they form a 
temptation to monopoly and conspira- 
cles. to control domestic prices; that 
they are much in excess of the dif- 
ference in eont of production here 
a"d abroad, and that they should be 
reduced to a point which accords with 
this principle. 

“The findings of the board show 
that, in this industry, the actual man- 
ufacturing cost. aside from the ques- 
tion of the price of materials, is much 
higher in this country than it is 
abroad; that in the making of yarn 
and cloth the domestic woolen or 
worsted manufacturer has in general 
no advantage in the form of superior 
machinery or more efficient labor to 
offset the higher wages paid in this 
country. . 

* Coat Is Double. . 

“The findings show that the cost 
wool into yarn in this 
is about double that in the 








the cost of turning yarn into cloth is 
somewhat more than double. Under 
the protective policy a great indus- 
try, involving the welfare of hun- 
dreds of thousands of people, has been 
established, despite these handicaps. 

‘In recommending revision and reduc- 
tion I therefore urge that action be 
taken with these facts in mind, to the 
end that an independenf and established 
industry may not be jeopardized. 

“The Tariff Board reports that no 
equitable method -has been found to 
levy purely specific duties on woolens 
and worsted fabrics, and that, except- 
ing for a@ compensatory duty, the rate 
must be ad valorem on such manufac- 
tures. It is important to realize, how- 
ever, that no flat ad valorem rate on 
such fabrics-can be made to work 
fairly and effectively. 

“Any single rate which is high 
enough to equalize the difference in 
manufacturing cost at home and abroad 
on highly finished goods involving such 
labor would be prohibitory on cheaper 
goods, in which the labor cost is a 
smaller proportion of the total value. 
Conversely, a rate only adequate to 
equalize this difference on cheaper 
g00ds would remove protection from the 
fine goods manufacture, the increase in 
which has been one of the striking fea- 
tures of the trade’s development in 
recent years. I therefore recommend 
that in any revision the importance of 
a graduated scale of ad valorem duties 
on cloths be carefully considered and

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RUMOR TELLS OF 
BELL AND KINLOGH 
TELEPHONE MERGER 


Report Gets Around Financial 
Circles but Without Any 
Confirmation. 


Reports have been current in St. Louis 
financial circles several days that the 
American Telephone and Telegraph Co., 
holder of 75 per cent of the stock of the 
Bell Telephone Co. of Missouri, was en- 
deavoring to acquire control of the Kin- 
loch Long-Distance Telephone Co. of 
Missouri. 

The consummation of this deal would 
mean virtually the consolidation of the 
Bell and Kinloch systems, now engaged 
in competition in St. Louis and in the 
long-distance business in Missouri, Illi 
nois, Indana and: Kansas. 

Confirmation of the story could not be 


obtained Wednesday by inquiry among 
St. Louisans most familiar with the af- 
fairs of the two companies. While no 
one in St. Louis could speak with au- 
thority for the officials of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., directors 
of the Bell company of Missouri said 
they knew of no deal looking toward 
consolidation. 
Shepley Hears Report. 

John F. Shepley, a director of the 
Bell of Missouri, and representative of 
the faction which, although holding a 
minority of the stock, controls the op- 
erations of that company, said that he 
had heard such a report. but had 
learned nothing to indicate that a deal 
was actually in progress. He said he 
believed co solidation of the Bell and 
Kinloch systems would be a physieal 
impossibility. 

W. D. Orthwein, president, and H. L. 
Reber, secretary of the Kinloch com- 
pany, told a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
it would be practically impossible for 
any outside interest to acquire control 
of the company. The reason for this, 
Reber explained, is that the $2,800,000 
capital stock is all held by a_ voting 
trust, which has several years still to 
run. Purchasers: of stock receive trust 
certificates, which have no voting power 
until the trust expires. 

Quoted at 120, . 
Kinloch stock two weeks ago, in the 


latest reported sale on the Stock Ex- 


change, was quoted at $120 a share. It 
pays 6 per cent. Bell stock .was 114 
at the latest figures. 

St. Louis stockholders of the Bell of 
Missouri lately refused an offer to sell 
their stock to the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Co. At. this time they 
charged that a policy of depreciating 
the company’s assets had been pursued, 
and cited the cut in the company’s rates 
as an act to that end. 

In brokerage circles it is generally be- 
lieved that some movement in telephone 
stock is pending, but most brokers seem 
to believe that a new «tock issue, rath- 
er than consolidation of the rival com- 
panies, is to be expected. Both con- 
cerns, it is pointed out, are doing a 
00d business and the obstacles in the 
way of consolidation are many.

Insurance Company Carries Its 
Contention to the U. S..Su- 
preme Court.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Does the ex- 


ecution of a murderer free life insur- 
ance companies from paying the insur- 
ance carried on his life? 

That question is before the Supreme 
Court of the United States for answer, 
as the outcome of the execution of 
James S. McCue, Mayor of Charlottes- 
ville, Va., for the murder of his wife in 
1904. 

Attorneys for the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life Insurance Co. argued that the 
$15,000 insurance on McCue’s life should 
not be paid to McCue’s four orphans. 

“The- need of dependent children,’ the 
attorneys for the children argue, ‘‘are 
ro less because their father is hanged, 
but such a tragedy, by diminishing their 
advantages and opportunities in life, 
enhances their needs and condition of 
dependence. 

The insurance company’s counsel ar- 
gued that the payment would tend to 
encourage suicide, and the opposing 
attorneys declared that one seeking 
death for such a purpose would adopt a 
more certain method.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Sharp issue 
is taken by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission with the Commerce Court 
in the twenty-fifth annual report of the 
commission transmitted to Congress to- 
day. 


what popularly is known as the “‘trans- 
continental rate cases,” involving 
freight rates from the Atlantic to Pacific 
Coast terminals and to intermediate 
points. Existing rates of the trans- 
continental lines from Eastern points 
to inter-Rocky Mountain cities are ma- 
terially higher than to Pacific Coast ter- 
minals. In a decision interpreting the 
long-and-short haul provision of the 
rresent law, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission directed, by order, that a 
relation of rates should be established 
between the Pacific Coast and points of 
origin in five zones, into which the 
United States was divided. 

The effect of the order was to reduce 
rates to Inter-Rocky Mountain cities 
and prevent the railroads from exacting 
from shippers the Pacific Coast rate 
plus the local rate from Pacific Coast 
terminals to the intermediate points.

System Radically Wrong.

policy of blanketing the country for the 
benefit of the farther points and not the 
nearer points, is to say that a railroad 
may, without restraint, effect a ruinous 
discrimination and give no justification 
Save its own determination or whim. 
There can be no regulation of rates as 
to discrimination or preference under 
such an interpretation of the law. 


Must Fix Differential. 
“The Commerce Court intimates that 


the mistake of the commission is in 
having attempted to fix a relation of 
rates instead of establishing reasonable 
rates; but, as we have already pvintel 
out, there is no way in which the dis- 
crimination found to exist in these 
tariffs can be prevented except by fix- 
ing a differential, since we have no 
power to establish an absolute rate or 
fix a minimum charge below whicli the 
carrier is not free to go. 

The commission holds the fixing of 
reasonable rates to be a legislative func- 
tion, not subject to review by the 
courts. Congress, it is maintained, has 
delegated that power to the commission, 
and the intimation is clear that the 
courts, in the opinion of the commission, 
has no power to review such rates as 
may have been established through the 
orders of the commission in the trans- 
continental cases. 

An elaborate discussion is presented of 
the work of the Division of Inquiry 
showing that since Dec. 1, 1910, 62 in- 
dictments for criminal violations of the 
ect to regulate commerce Were returned.

rates instead of establishing reasonable 
rates; but, as we have already puvintel 
out, there is no way in which the dis- 
crimination found to exist in these 
tariffs can be prevented except by fix- 
ing a differential, since we have no 
power to establish an absolute rate or 
fix a minimum charge below whiclf the 
carrier is not free to go. 

The commission holds the fixing of 
reasonable rates to be a legislative func- 
tion, not subject to review by the 
courts. Congress, it is maintained, has 
delegated that power to the commission, 
and the intimation is clear that the 
courts, in the opinion of the commission, 
has no power to review such rates as 
may have been established through the 
orders of the commission in the trans- 
continental cases. 

An elaborate discussion is presented of 
the work of the Division of Inquiry 
showing that since Dec. 1, 1910, 62 in- 
dictments for criminal violations of the 
ect to regulate commerce Were returned. 
The aggregate of fines assessed was 
$214,225. Many investigations were made 
that disclosed practices not of sufficient 
gravity to warrant prosecution’ but of 
such doubtful propriety that the com- 
miission ordered their discontinuance. In 
this connection the commission says sig. 


nificantly: 


entire freedom from discrimination can 
be secured only by a complete separa- 
tion of the business of transportation 
from every form of commercial or in- 
austrial enterprises.”’ 


R mmends Amendments. 
In conclusiois the commission rec- 


ommends that the law be amended 
20 as to require telephone, telegraph and 
cable companies to publish, file and 
nost their interstate tariffs; to make the 
Filkins act applicable to such companies; 
that transportation companies be re- 
quired to adopt a system of uniform 
classification of freight; to provide ad- 
ditional safeguards in railroad transpor- 
tation for employes and the public; to 
relieve the commission of the juriadic- 
tion of the street’ railways of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia; to provide for the reg. 
ulation and control of capitalization and 
suitable provisione for the valuation of 
tallway property; and that a suitable 
building be provided for the use ef the 


commission.

A state- 
ment which he made to the police 
caused the arrest of four other strik- 
ing chauffeurs. 

At headquarters McCarthy said 
that on Monday night he and the four 
had ridden about the city in the 
black automobile, but he denied that 
they had attacked any of the strike- 
breaking chauffeurs. 

The men named by McCarthy were 
John P. Egan of 5236 Wells avenue, son 
of a policeman; Thomas J. Davis of 
4225 Cozens avenue, Edward Murray, 
2907 Sheridan avenue and Harry J. Lof- 
tus, 2827 Madison street. All were ar- 
rested at their homes. 

They said they had hired McCar- 
thy’s machine in front of the Plant- 
ers Hotel Monday night, but denied 
they had been guilty of violence. 

McCarthy told the police he and his 
four passengers drove past. the 
American Hotel about the time the 
window of a Columbia taxicab was 
broken, but no one in his automobile 
did it. Murray and McCarthy were 
released on common law bonds and 
the others were held. pending inves- 
tigation.

STAR REFUSES 10 
AGntt ON DIVORCE 


Mme. Marie Rappold Says She 
Has Pleaded in Vain With Phy- 
sician for Legal Freedom. 


SEPARATED FOUR YEARS 


She Declares They Do Not Love 
Each Other—He Blames Her 
Fame and Money. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Dec. %—Mme. Marie 
Rappold, the famous soprano of the 
Metropolitan Opera House, said today 
that she had appealed in vain to her 
husband, Dr. Julius C. Rappold, to per- 
mit her to obtain a divorce. They have 
been actually separated four years and 
practically separated six. 

Only a few intimate friends knew of 
the trouble between them. The fact 
that she has lived with her daughter, 
Lillian, in fine apartments in New York 
and he in humble rooms at 750 Flushing 
avenue, Brooklyn, was plausibly ex- 
plained on the ground that her throat 
could not stand the exposure in trips 
between Brooklyn and the opera house.
